21A, 88 2, 8 and 16, will hold a public hearing in accordance with M.G.L. Chapter 30A on an
emergency regulation that amended 310 CMR 60.06, CO, Emission Limits for State Fleet
Passenger Vehicles, to re-promulgate carbon dioxide (CO2) emission limits without modification
for years starting in 2021.
